to Be in G reat D a n g e r— Chlfef 


P eril N ow Seen in C o s s a c k *’ 


Revolt. 


Petrograd, Sept. IT.—A Rittman re­ 
public has been proclaimed 
the pro 
vlncial government under date of Sep­ 
tember 14 issued a proclamation do 
flaring that to strengthen tho organi­ 
sation of the state, a change to a re­ 
publican form of government ■was nec­ 
essary. Tho proclamation folUbws: 
"General KornllrfT’s rebellion 
has 
been quelled, hut great is tJhe confu­ 
sion caused thereby, and again groat 
is the danger threatening the fate of 
the fatherland and Its freedom. 
"Holding it necessary to put an 
end to the external indefiniteness of 
the staff’s organization, remembering 
the unanimous and rapturous approval 
of the republican Idea expressed at 
the Moscow state conference, the pro- 
alonal government declares that the 
constitutional organisation, according 
to which fh*^ Russian state Is ruled, i* 
ti republican organisation, and It here­ 
by proclaims the Russian republic. 
(Signed) "Minister and president, 
Kerensky. 
"Minister of justice, Yaroudnl" 
The title "minister and president" 
affixed to Premier Kerensky’s signa­ 
ture to the proclamation probably re­ 
fers to his position as president of the 
ministry, rather than of the republic.
